See Decrease 
In Students 


Registration for First 
Day Shows Drop in 
Three Schools 


First day registration figures in 
Albany’s three schools took a 
downward drop this year as school 
totals for Monday were filed this 
week in Superintendent of Schools 
Allen Keim’s office. 





Expected to open with an in- 
crease in registration due to large 
graduating classes last Spring, Al- 
bany High School registered a 
total of 796 students Monday as 
against 804 the same day in 1937. 

At Cornell School, while 
kindergarten took a slight increase, 

+ general registration saw 543 stu- 
dents take their places as against 
last year’s 576. Marin School also 
dropped in student body total with 

™706 students to 735 in 1937. 

Although many students are re-

Miles in Pacific 

Scientists recently penetrated one 
of the world’s few remaining frontiers 
by delving into the Pacific ocean 
where the bottom is two and one- 
balf miles below the surface, to ob- 
tein a sample of the sea floor. An 
especially devised coring machine 
mounted on the E. W. Scripp3, the 
oceanographic research vessel of thie 
University of California’s Scripps In- 
stitution of Oceanography, was used 
to obtain a core 8 feet 5 inches in 
length representing a vertical section 
of over 11 feet into the red clay 
which covers much of the deep Pa- 
cific. 
Dr. F. P. Shepard, marine geologis., 
in charge of the scientific work or 
this voyage of the vessel, sailed out 
about 300 miles from the coast to 
obtain this core, which is the long- 
est eVer obtained from any part of 
the Pacific ocean. 
“Two years ago, Dr. C. S. Piggot 
obtained long cores from the deep At- 
lantic ocean which showed layers that 
are supposed to represent the entire 
glacial period, a matter of a million 
years,” stated Dr. Shepard. “It may 
be that at least an equal length o1 
time is represented in the core ob- 
tained from the red clay. However, 
the layering described from the Pig- 
got cores do not appear in the pre- 
liminary examinations of this red clay 
core from the Pacific. 
“For the most part the material ap 
pears to be uniform except for slight 
changes in color along the length. How- 
ever, chemical examination and study 
of the microscopic fossil animals in 
the core may show the influence of 
cold and warm periods during the 
great Ice Age.

It can teach a lesson 
If employers feel they must cut wages, as they did in this case, 
and workers feel they can’t afford to take less, let them sit down 
and discuss the issue peaceably FIRST, instead of resorting to 
methods which multiply ill-will on both sides to the breaking 
point. 

This is what California is seeking to bring about with her 
proposed employment relations act, on the principle that three

' workers and employers.
